bea Californian history, written in the 


warm tints of the sunshine, in tender 
atmospheric lights, in running brooks 
and still waters, in grand mountain 
perspective, in old gardens and trees, 
in century-old bellsand tiled roofs, and 
rafters tied with strong rawhides, in 
reservoirs and fountains, vineyards and 
olive groves. 

Among the paintings is a fine view 
of the Mission of San Gabriel, as you 
pass out towards the Sierra Madre. 
The old house near the church, with 
its trellis of green vines, the 
tall trees that shade the Mis- 
sion’s side, the far stretch of plain, 
and the glimpse of distant mountain 


heights, form as lovely a California 


idyl as can be written in words or in 
colors. 

There is also a full front and side 
view of San Juan Bautista, with its 
few stately trees, a glimpse of the 
nearer hills and the distant purpling 
mountains.

In the shadow of the hills stands 
the old Mission of San Buena Ventura.

At this Mission four thou- 
sand eight hundred dead sleep 
under the cover of the summer grasses.

THE OJAI VALLEY. 
Attractions of Ventura’s Mountain 
Park—Dry Air and Fruit. 

To the Editor of The Times : 

It would be hard to determine with 
exactitude how much Southern Cali- 
fornia receives in cash annually from

vade it, but certainly the aggregate 
is large. Besides the direct benefit of |.

point, we should seek to direct atten- 
tion to the merits which any one may 
possess. Euch plain and mountain 
nook has its own pecularities and _ad- 
vantages; for the glery of Los An- 
geles is not the glory of Santa Bar- 
‘bara, and the beauties of Riverside |. 
are not those of San Diego. Among | 
the resorts which have already at- 
tracted attention is the Ojai Valley — 
a mountain-rimmed valley, about tif- 
teen miles inland from the Santa Bar- 
bara channel, and nine hundred and 
fifty feet altitude. It lies betw een Los 
Angeles (two days’ drive) and Santa 
Barbara (one day’s drive). The cli- 
mate is particularly beneficial to asth- 
matic and pulmonary invalids. 

During a lute visit tothe Ojai we 
stopped at McKee'’s cottages, and 
found the farmers had made a very 
good crop of wheat, which they were 
already busy threshing. In the Upper 
Ojai Valley, apricot drying gave full 
occupation to the two driers already 
built, which will turn out a superior 
quality of fruit. In fact the whole of 
this upper valley should be devoted to 
this culture, as it is peculiarly adapted 
to it. No richer, brighter fruit was 
ever put upon the market than that of 
Capt. Robinson. Not only is this val 
ley attractive for its climate, its pro- 
ductions and its scenery, but the 
sportsman finds godd sport its 
mountains, and fine fishing in the 
waters of Matilij ja canon. 

BROADBRIM. 


Calico Mountain, 
From the Calico Print.| 

This mountain is situated in San 
Bernardino county, onthe 35th paraltel 
of latitude, and Calico Mining District 
is situated in townships 10 and f1 
north, ranges 1 and 2 east, San Ber- 
nardino Mountain base and meridian. 
The mountain was named Calico on 
account of the great variety of colors 
of its soil. Blue, red, gray, green, 
vermillion, _brown, yellow, are dis- 
tinctly seen in patches along the 
besides a variety of 
other shades of color. In some places 
in East Calico portions of the hillsides 
look like segments of the rainbow, 
and have a beautiful appearance when 
the sun shines upon them in the morn- 
ing or evening. 

Experitnced miners have passed 
through these hills many times ir the 
past, but they did not suspect there 
was silver in them. The forma- 
tions of earth are entirely differ- 
ent in most places from the 
kinds in which they had been accus- 
tomed to find it. There are large 
quautities of lava, and rocks made 
black by the action of fire and water, 
and large deposits of porphyry and 
chalky soil, which, on examination, 
are found to contain silver in abund- 
unce, There is a vast amount of sur- 
face deposit which assays very high, 
and is easily milled. Sometimes par- 
ties who have not thoroughly examined 
the mines of this district think that 
when these deposits are thoroughly 
worked the supply of silver will be 
exhausted; but that such is not the 
case can be easily prover’ by examin- 
ing the ore taken from mines that have 
been sunk to a depth of over one 
hundred feet, where the veins become 
broader and hold out in richness. 

The fact is we can challenge any 
mihing district to produce as rich ore 
as can be found in this district. Un- 
questionably the mines here cannot be 
excelled. With the necessary capital 
to develop them they will turn out 
bullion to such an extent as to aston- 


ish the most expert miners. j 


American Stock Breeding. 


American stock breeding is thus 
magnified by President Francis A 
Walker, writing to the Princeton 
Review : 

The trotting horse we have created, 
certainly the most useful variety of the 
equine species, and we have improved 
that variety in a degree unprecedented 
in natural history. Two generations 
ago the trotting of a mile in two min- 
utes and forty seconds was so rare as 
to give rise to a proverbial phrase in- 
dicating something extraordinary; it 
is now a common occurrence. “But a 
few years ago,” wrote Prof. Brewer in 
1876, ‘‘the speed of a mile in 2:30 was 
unheard of: now perhaps five hundred 
or six hundred horses are known to 
have trotted a mile in that time.” The 
“number is to-day perhaps nearer one 
thousand than five hundred. Steadily 
onward have American horse raisers 
pressed the limit of mile-speed, until,

THE ALLEN ALLEGATORS.| 


The Alleged Turtle-Doves in the 
Temple of Justice. 


“Ere’s Richness for Ye”? — The Fair Sister 
Refuses to Testify and Blocks the 
Game— The Verdict. 


In Justice Fisher's court, yesterday, 
the case of The People vs. G. 8. Allen, 
charged with battery on his wife, came 
on for trial, having got into this judicial 
arena on a change of venue from Jus- 
tice Adams’ Court. 

A jury of twelve was empanelled from 
a venire of twenty four, the first twelve 


excepted to by the defense. By consent 
of counsel, the trial proceeded with 
eight jurymen, as follows; F. J. Gil- 
more, J. V. Price, L. F. Gay, A. F. 
Kercheval, C. J. Clark, W. Cobler, F. M. 
Garvin and W. J. Toler. 

Deputy District Attorney Morgan for 
the people, and Will D. Gould, Esq., 
for the defense, went into the case at 
once with a will, and showed a determin- 
ation to sustain their relative positions 


‘‘sharp-shooting’’ exchanged at inter- 
vals—intervals of so frequent occurence 
as to relieve what might haye been been 
a tame affuir, after all. ° 
The first witness called was Mrs. Mary 
Harper, sister to Mrs. Allen. This wit- 
ness was culled by the prosecution, evi- 
dently to prove how much Mrs. Allen 
had been battered. 
The defense objected to the leading 
questions as tu how mucta Mrs. Allen 


had shown her wounds to witness, and 
like questions; Mr. Gould holding that, 
inasmuch as no battery had been shown, 
-the prosecution was beginning at the 
wrong end of the case. The prosecution 
} claimed that he was at liberty to pre- 
sent his evidence endwise if he wanted 
to and it didn’t make any difference 
which end, so thut he could make both 
ends meet. Objected to, overruled, 
aud witness answered as follows: 
DIRECT EXAMINATION. 


Attorney Morgan.-—Are you acquaint- 
ed with the defendant, G. 5. Allen’ 

Mrs. Harper.—Am some acquainted 
with Dr. Allen; knew his wife; aim a rel- 
ative; saw her on the loth of July, (ob- 
jected to as irrelevant and immaterial; 
overruled; witness answered,) I saw 
her un the evening of that day, between 
7 and 8 o’clock, at her house. 

Morgan.—Did you see any wounds 
or bruises; did she show you—?
